Patrol- 
man Tlionxo shortly boforo ] 1 o'clock saw 
far out to sea a flash of fire that resembled 
a stroko oC lightning.

light appeared again. Thome then has- 
tenod to tho lite-saving station and reported 
that he had seen a ship on flro, Tho crow 
watchod tho tossing light from the windows 
of the station. For nearly two hours tho 
windows of tho life-saving station woro 
filled with tho anxious faces of thu watch- 
ers, 
Tho schooner, driven boforo tho gale, 


ran directly toward tho station. As sho 
approached, tho fire could bo soen mounting 
from the forward dock and enveloping tho 
foremast.

Tha announcement that the Rev. Jo- 


seph Waits, pastor of All Souls church, 
would preach on Sunday morning, tak- 
ing as his subject "Kovivahsm," dreir a 
large congregation to that church; in 
fact, tho edifice was comfortably filled 
with a class ot people who wero deeply 
mtarested in the solution of tbie import- 
ant question at this time. 
"Kevivalism," said tho learned preacher, 
'is an ever-growing prominence of mod- 
ern chnroh life and labor. Peripatetic 
revivalists already compose a v&at army, 
'andfltill do thoir numbers swell. 
On 


ovory hand is there an increasing demand 
for thorn. The doord of well-nigh every 
orthodox 
templo 
aro 
flung 
wide 


open to welcome them. This was not al- 
ways so; within my own memory tho 
revival meeting and tho peculiar methods 
employed therein wero almost the ex- 
clusive property of tbe Methodist church. 
Presbytenouiam and Congregationalism, 
and EpiecopalianiEm held proudly a'.oof 
from all enoh methods wuicb they re- 
garded as vulgar or demoralizing. The 
ministers in these churches not infre- 
quently in very unspairing language, de- 
nounced them, and warned their flocks 
against all contact with them, Suddenly 
however, has Methodism been deprived 
of its pnbont-right upon Hevivalism. 
The 'Presbyterians and the Congregation- 
alists and the Baptists have almost unr 
versally adopted bis invention, in many 
instbnces has learned to used it oven 
more skillfully than he, or rather perhapp, 
he meets with more suoces because the 
thing is new to his people, while to tho 
Methodist congregation it is an nlil song. 
At all event? the most successful revival 
meetings are no longer found in the 
Methodist churches. JJven tho Episco- 
pal cathedtal, wuosn aged walls never 
echoed back a sound but tho well-bred 
whisper, tha well modu'ated inflection 
and the eupliomous intonation, is now 
frequently startled from its ogod and 
respectable repose by the ranting oratory

walls of the perigrinatmg evangelist, car- 
pet bag in ono hand and Baxter bible in 
the other." With this introductory the

which two decades ago were scornfully 
antagonistic to them ?" and looked upon 
it as a sign of growing degeneracy and 
conscious loss ot po wer, the frantic clutch 
ortne;arcrwiiirjg-nrarr aner the straw 
floating by, or rather, in this 'caue, after 
the froth and tubble riding by.
